In our last paper we published extracts 
from the proceedings of the called Legis- 


‘lature, going to prove that the call by the 


Governof was illegal’and contiary to the 
State constitution, and that the election of 
Members for the sixteen new Counties was 
@ mere sham, without the semblence of ne- 
cessity, law, or justice, with no other mo- 
tive, as we bave demonstrated, than to con- 
ceal these frauds, by making the principal 
agent Mr. Waker, U. S. Senator, by 
which means he would sit as Judge, not 
only upon his qwn share of the accusation, 
bui that of his confederates! As well might 
we make one of a gang of pirates a legal 


_ Judge'to sit on his own, and his fellow crim- 


joals trial; and the Senate acted justly in; 
refusing to go iolo session inasmuch as they ; 
were wader the number warranted by the 
Siate Coustiluuion. 


That the motives for this extraordinary 
movement was tu elect a Senator in the 
room of Mr. Poindexter, is clearly explain- 
ed in the Report of the Committee appoint- 
ed by the U. S. Senate to investigate cer- 
tain jraads in the land sales. The Commit- 
tee. consisted of Senators, Moor, of Ala. 
Cray, of Kentucky, Painress, of Vt. Mc- 
Keay, of Pa. and Poinpexter, of Mi. who 
was Chairman of the Committee. The re- 
port seems to be only partially'made, from 
the difficulty of obtaining the testimony at 
such a distance from the seat of Govern- 
ment, and the obsticles thrown in the way 
by the accuged, who were powerful and 
numerous, and backed by the office holders, 
Such was the insolence of those “pure de- 
mocracy” mea, that the witnesses, though 
acting under the Senate of the United States, 

: : y atthe haewsed Af their 
lives, being boat ull vy areurms, bludgeons, 
dirks, $c. 

The report of the Committee is clear and 
satisfactory so far as it goes, but it was im- 
possible to-come at the facts, from the great 
wealth, power, and wariness of the party, 
who may, in fact, be said to be the govern- 
meat itself, as the most of them, the Gwin’s, 
the Lewis’, &c. were the most particular 
friends of the President, and might be call- 
ed his better half. So that the commission- 
ers who took the affidavits were in manr 
iastances threatened with personal violence, 
end in one instance, at Chochuma, the life 
of the commissioner was actually attempt- 
ed, Registers and Receivers actual! y’ be- 
longed to the great land company—we say 
great, for there was many sub-vompany’s.

“They demanded of the purchaser fees 
or compensation for the performance of 
their official duties not authorized by law. 

“They accepted a bonus in money or in 
the form of interest, for securing particu- 
lar tracts of land to such purchasers as 
would comply with the terms prescribed to 
them in this respect. 

“They sold public lands at any time oth- 
erwise than for ready money, and taking 
the promissory notes of the purchascrs, 
payable ata distant day for the purchase 
money, and a separate note ‘for interest io 
their own names and for their own benefit.
